con, being notified of the unexpected 
change in the Pontiff’s condition, visit- 
ed him immediately and directed that he 
remain in his room. 

His Holiness had appeared to be re- 
covering normally frem his recent in- 
disposition, though the recent extreme 
heat had weakened him and prevented 
his daily celebration of mass. 

In the cooler hours of the day he has 
visited the gardens. Last evening he 


to His Holiness, and Dr. Ettore Marchi- 


remained in the gardens unti] an hour 
after sunset. 

Up to last night he was determined to 
participate in the celebration of the 
eighth anniversary of his coronation. It 
had been planned that the pontiff should 
wear only the ordinary miter and a light 
vestment instead of the triple crown 
and papal mantle, in order that he 
might be less oppressed. This morn- 
ing the doctors decided that in view of 
the increasing high temperature, they 
would oppose the participation of the 
Pope in the function. 

Accordingly it was arranged that the

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Following the 
desth of Frank Walsh today in a Jersey 
City hospital, the ‘police declared that 
Samuel Brown, cashier of the Long 
Dock Milling Co., had confessed that he 
hed employed Walsh to blow open the 
safe in his office and destroy two ledg- 
ers, which, he said, would show that he 
was about $2500 short in his accounts. 
Walsh’s eyes were blown out and his 
body was charred from the effects of 
overloading the safe with nitroglycerin. 

To the end he refused to incrimi- 
nate Brown, but insisted that he went 
into the office’ to sleep and that a 
lighted cigarette had set fire to his 
clothes. He said he could not ex- 
piain the explosion. 

Brown fs a prisoner and later the 
police arrested P. J. Timmins whom 
they say Brown mentioned as having 
suggested the employment of Walsh 
to dynamite the safe when Brown 
found the combination had béen 
changed after his shortage was sus- 
pected. 

Timmins was arrested in Newark 
and at the police station was charged 
with murder, arson and conspiracy.

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STOREKEEPER AT 
HOSPITAL BLAMED 
FOR FOOD DEFECT 


Supply Commissioner Tells Dele- 
gates Cold Storage Is Not 
Used. 


INSTANCES CITED BY HIM 


Denies to Committeemen That 
“Hotel Eggs’’ Are Used at 
Institution. 


Supply Commissioner Thomas, testify- 
ing Monday before the special commit- 
tee of the House of Delegates appointed 
to investigate conditions at the city 
institutions intended to be remedied 
by the pending Morfit bill, said that 
unwholesomeness of food at the City 
Sanitarium was que to neglect on the 


, part of the storekeeper there. 


He told of investigating a requisi- 
tion for 2500 pounds of dried peaches 
and 4500 pounds of prunes, and of find- 
ing on hand at the sanitarium six boxes 
of peaches and 3950 pounds of prunes, 
but instead of. being in cold storage 
they were in a room the temperature of 
which was 8 to 90 degrees. The requi- 
sition for prunes was refused, and that 
for peaches was cut in half, and the 
storekeeper was ordered to place such 
perishable supplies in cold storage. 
There was enough money for supplies 
for the institutions, Thomas said, if they 
were properly cared for. 


Denies Eggs Are Bad. 
He denied that ‘‘hotel eggs’’ were fur- 
nished to the institutions. Hotel eggs, 
he explained, were eggs that partly 
passed candling. The eggs for the in- 
etitutions were candled by the dealer 
from whom they were purchased, and 
were supposed to be candied when they 
were received at the institytions, he 
testified. 
The investigation had shown, he said, 
irregularities about the milk supplied 
to the city hospital. From March 14 to 
June 1 there was a shertage of 78 gal- 
icns. The amount of money that this 
represented, $124.92, was restored. 
Unfitness of supplies at the city hos- 
rital was due, he said, to lack of care 
on the part of the storekeeper. Chair- 
man Hale asked him if anything better 
covld be expected from a storekeeper 
who was paid $35 a month. 
Thomas said it wee not up to him to 
decide that, but that a $% a month 
schoolboy would be expected to show 
better judgment than the present store- 
keeper. He thought the storekeeper 
had not been properly instructed and 
thought the committee should find out 
who was responsible for the storekeep- 
er’s deficiencies. 

In answer to other questions’ he said 
he had never been unable, from lack of 
funds, to supply everything that was 
needed. 

Thomas said that he had never re- 
ceived a complaint from Dr. Morfit or

Though the Admiral does not believe 
geroplanes will do much damage in war, 
nevertheless he is keenly — in 
their development. 

Inspects an Aeroplane. 

Early yesterday on his morning auto- 
mobile ride the Admiral spied an ama- 
teur aviator fixing his aeroplane near 
Washington monument and expressed 
a desire to examine the machine. Capt. 
Potts, U. S. N., was along, and to- 
wether they observed the apparatus in 
its hangar as. the operator explained 
the mechanism. 

Reverently, with a brief invocation in 
Japanese, Count Togo placed a wreath 
of roses on the tomb of Washington, at 
Mount Vernon, yesterday. 

A group of a dozen, among whom 
were the Japanese Ambassador, Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Winthrop, five 
rear admirals of the United States Navy 
and Chandler Hale, Third Assistant 
Secretary of State, watched the diminu- 
tive Admiral enter the mausoleum and 
stand silently at salute. He spoke soft- 
ly, but audibly, for a moment and then 
put down the wreath. 

Eimerging from the tomb, the solemn- 
ity of the occasion was broken by the 
Admiral himself, who smiled as he saw 
confronting him a battery of cameras. 

“Thats the only way we'll ever shoot 
at you, I guess,” remarked Rear Ad- 
miral Wainwright, amid laughter. 

As the guest of the nation, Admiral 
Togo’s trip from the city to Mount Ver- 
nen was made on the President’s yacht, 
the Mayflower. 

Taft Desires Peace Treaty. 

That President Taft’s reference Sat- 
urday night to the desirability of a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty betwéen Amer- 
ica and Japan was not spontaneous, 


lbut a carefully prepared declaration 
with a distinct purpose in view, Was | 


established today by an inquiry into 


the history of-.the arbitration negoti-- 


ations during the past year. 

Long before the treaties between Great 
Britain and France and America had 
approached their final form, the Jap- 
anese ambassador here inquired of Sec- 
retary Knox the purport and scope of 
the new departure in international re- 
lations. He did not, however, take ad- 
vantage of the offer of the Secretary 
to be furnished with a copy of the 
American propositions in the broad 
terms embodied in the draft originally 
handed to the British and French gov- 
ernments. 

So the information in the possession 
of the Japanese Government has been 
meager and inadequate to a proper un- 
derstanding of this important subject. 
Probably a realization of that fact by 
President Taft led him to deliver the 
invitation to Japan to join: in the arbi- 
tration pact. It is now reasonably cer- 
iain that the Japanese Government, for 
the first time made aware of the senti- 
ment in America in favor of unlimited 
arbitration of international disputes, will 
be moved to make some response, es- 
pecially if the United Sates Senate 
should act quickly and favorably on the 
pending treaties.

Must Name Amount. 

The statement shall state: “The name 
and address of each person, firm, as- 
sociation or committee who or which 
has contributed, promised, loaned or 
advanced to such political committee 
money or its equivalent of the aggre- 
gate amount or value of $100 or more, 
and the amount or sum contributed, 
promised, loaned or advanced by each. 
The aggregate sum contributed. The 
total sum. of all contributions received 
by the political committee. The name 
and address of each person to whom the 
committee has distributed money. The 
total sum disbursed. Any person may 
spend what he sees fit out of his own 
private funds for travelirg, nb pnt 
postage, telegraph and telephone Service 
without being subject to the provisions 
of this act.’”’ 

The Senate added the following provi- 
sions: 

“Every person who shall be a candi- 
date for nomination at any primary 
election, or for electi#m at any general 
election, as representative in Congress, 
shall not later than ten nor more than 
fifteen days before the day for holding 
such primary,’’ file a statement. 

The House voted down an amendment 
to include primary elections. That 
amendment fis not popular among 
Southern representatives, but it will be 
accepted by them. 

Senate Candidates, Too. 

The Senate also added that every per- 
son who shall be a candidate for the 
_nited States Senate before the houses 
of-the Legislature must, not “less than 
five nor more than 10 days before the 
first vote is to be taken by the Legis- 
lature,” file a full and correct state- 
ment of all money received by him with 
the Secretary of the Senate at Wash- 
ington, 

The Rucker bill, as now framed, re- 
quires that every candidate for Con- 
gress, whether he be for the Senate or 
the House, shall include in his state- 
ment to the Clerk of the House or to the 
Secretary of the Senate, as the case 
'may be, every promise or pledge made 
by him directly or indirectly relative to 
the appointment of any person to, any 
position. 

The statements required must be 
sworn to by the candidate. This can be 
done here or in the State. If the state- 
ment is duly verified, registered and 
mailed within the time required, that 
shall be deemed a sufficient filing under 
the provisions of the act. 

Amendments put on by the Senate pro- 
vide: 

Ten Cents a Voter. : 

That no candidate shall expend, 

or cause to be expended, a sum in 

the aggregate exceeding 10 cents 

for ench voter tn his district or 
state. 

No candidate shall expend more 
money than it is lawful to expend 
under the laws of the State in which 
he resides. 

No candidate shall directly or in- 
directly contribute any money or 
thing of value to assist in procuring 
the nomination or election of any 
member of the Legislature of his 
State. 

No candidate for the Senate or 
Houss of Representatives shall ° 
promise any office, or his influence 
or support for office, to any person 
for the purpose of procuring the-— 
support of such person; provided, 
however, that no candidate for the 
Senate shall expend exceeding $10,- 
000, and no candidate for the House 
of Representatives shall expend ex- 
ceeding $5000 in any campaign for 
nomination and election. 

May Cut 10-Cent Clause. 

It is understood that the section pro- 
viding ‘that no candidate be permitted 
to spend more than 10 cents per voter 
will be stricken out by the conferees. 
Judge Rucker, the author of the meas- 
ure, does not like the Senate amend- 
ments. 

The conferees will add two provisions, 
one for statements from persons who 
last moment 
(dark horses), and the other for special 
elections or primaries.

Now he has written falsehoods about 
me, and has killed my brother for tell- 
ing him how we resented them.” 

Butler, who had left church % 
minutes before the shooting, sang gospel 
hymns in his cell at the Mounted Dis- 
trict Police Station sunday afternoon. 
He took refuge before his arrest in 
the home of the Rev. James N. Broad- 
head, his pastor. 

The sermon which the

had heard was on “The Lord’s Sup- 


per,”’ and he had received communion 
just before leaving church. 


Source of Family Objection. 

‘rene attempt of Butler, a Methodin, 
to turn Miss Walsh against the religion 
of her family, who are Catholics, was 
one of the causes of the family’s ob- 
jJections to him. 

Butler, when seen by reporters at the 
Central District Station’ Monday, paced 
the reception room in a circle, and 
talked ramblingly of his love for Miss 
Walsh. He declared that she had encour- 
aged his attentions:until last May, he 
wrote her a letter-on the subject of 
religion. Since then, he said, she had 
been cool toward him, and her family 
hostile. 

“Her brothers often threatened to 
knock my block off,’’ said the prisoner.

CENSURE IS TAKEN UP 


Official Was Criticised for Look- 
ing Up Legal Definition in 
Library. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The activity 
of George P. McCabe, solicitor of the 
Agriculture Department, in t: ying to up- 
hold the famous anti-Wiley benzoate of 
soda decision by the Remsen Board and 
Secretary Wilson, was probed today be- 
fore the House Committee on Agricul- 
ture Expenditures. McCabe § went 
through another grueling examination 
as to his exercise of power in the depart- 
ment. 

McCabe admitted that before the 
national convention of state food and 
dairy inspectors at Denver, in 1909, he 
had been on an official trip through 
several states, “interviewed every 
man I could get at, and told him to 
come to Denver and uphold the de- 
partment’s ruling.” 

The campaign to obtain an indorse- 
ment of the anti-Wiley ruling from the 
rational gathering, McCabe said was 
fully justified because the manufactur- 
ers who did not use benzoate of soda 
in their foods were in an advertising 
campaign and were trying to gain noto- 
riety by opposing Secretary Wilson and 
the Remsen board. 

A letter written by McCabe to Dr. 
Wiley in September, 1910, challenging 
the latter's statements that there were 
2,000 “‘cure-alls” and patent medicines 
cn the market wae introduced today. 

Solicitor McCabe admitted that he had 
censured Dr. Hillyer, a chemist of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, for looking up & 
legal definition in the Congressional Li- 
brary during office hours. 

“You forbade a chemist looking up @ 
word so that he could answer a corre- 
spondent?” demanded Representative 
Floyd of Arkansas.

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Former Premier ‘Resents King’s 
Pledge to Create Peers to 
Pass Veto Bill, 


OVATION GIVEN FOR HIM 


Declares Case Calls for Emphatic 
Condemnation of the Min-. 
isters. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 7—The sa phase of 


the fight over the veto bill, designed to 


restrict the powers of the House of 
Iwrds over legislation originating in 
the lower chamber, was entered on in 
the House of Commons this afternoon, 
when A. J. Balfour, leader. of the oppo- 
sition, moved a vote of censure for the 
Government. 

The chamber was filled to its capacity. 
Feers and distinguished strangers were 
present in large numbers. The diplo- 
matic and ladies’ galleries were filled, 
he occupants including American Am- 
btassador Reid and other diplomats, who 
showed by their presence a continued 
interest in the proceedings, which prom- 
ise ta be historic. 

Balfour’s motion, of which he gave 
notice on Aug. 2, was as follows: 

That the advice given His Majesty 
by his majesty’s mintsters, whereby 
they obtained from His Majesty a 
pledge that a sufficient number of peers 
would be created to pass the parliment 
bill in the shape in which it left this 
house, is a gross violation of constitu- 
tional liberty, which, among other Ill 
consequences, the people will be pre- 
cluded from again pronouncing on the 
policy of home rule. 


Rival Leaders Cheered. 
The rival leaders were loudly cheered 


as they entered the room and Balfour 
received an ovation as he rose to pre- 
sent his motion febuking the govérn- 
ment. The former Unionist premier 
emphasized that he was concious of 
the gravity of the situation and the ser- 
lousness of the step which he asked 
the house to take. He though that it 
would be admitted that never in all 
history had thete been a more serious 
case or one which more urgently deserv- 
ed-or indeed required the consideration 
of parliament and the emphatic condem- 
nation of the ministers, 

“The ministers,’ said Balfour, “have 
grossly abused their rights of advising 
the crown and by abusing those rights 
put themselves above the constitution. 
Tley have acted wholly without prece- 
dent.” ‘He charged they had done this 
“In order to further a party arrange- 
ment between different sections who 
support them and in order to prevent 
the people of the country from pro- 
nouncing their opinion on home rule,’ 

The Unionist. leader dsserted that the 
ministry had placed.the sovereign who 
had just come to the throne in a cruel 
resition. The King was a fount of. hon- 
or, but the Government by their advices 
hag poisoned and corrupted the stream 
at its source. He dubbed the proposed 
new peers “supers in this sordid drama.”

EAST SIDE BRIDGE APPROACHES, | 

The Municipal Assembly has not yet enacted a 
single ordinance providing for the construction 
of railroad or wagon approaches for the Free 
Bridge on the East Side. 

None of the rights and powers conferred pn 

the city of St. Louis by the acts of Congress 
authorizing the city to build a tridge across the 
Mississippi River have been: exercised. The 
purposé in seeking and getting such rights and 
powers was to make St. Louis dominant in the 
work of building the bridge and not dependent 
on the permissions of or agreements with other 
municipalities, individual property owners or 
railroads. ‘ 
,Up to this time the only efforts to secure 
progress in bridge work on the East Side have 
been through agreements with the forces, to 
avoid which the rights and rowers mentioned 
were sought and secured from Congress. 

The agreements made have been entered into 
with railroads which are not only not friendly 
to the Free Bridge or the Free Bridge idea, but 
are distinctly hostile to it. This hostility has 
been frequently shown and completely demon- 
strated. 

And in these agreements with raflroads there 
is always a waiver of the powers and rights con- 
ferred on this city by Congress. The powers are 
specific and particular, not general and continu- 
ous. Once they are exercised or waived, they 
cease and can be gained again only by act of 


| Congress. 


Pending in the Municipal Assembly at this time 
is Counci] Bill No. 131. This bill authorizes and 
directs “the Mayor and Comptroller to execute 
and file in the office of the City Clerk of the City 
of East St. Louls a written acceptance of ordi- 
nance No. 1737 of the City of Hast St. Louis.” 

This ordinance No. 1737 grants to the City of 
St. Louis certain easements and rights in streets 
and alleys in East St. Louls necessary for bridge 
approach purposes. It is a voluntary agreement 
between two municipalities of co-ordinate powers 
and brings them into contractual relations. 
Legally acceptance of the grant would be a 
waiver of the powers conferred on St. Louis by 
Congress so far as their exercise in regard to 
East St. Louis is concerned. Acceptance will 
place St. Louis, in respect of its bridge building 
activities on the East Side, in the power of East 
St. Louis, which is in the power of the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., which is owned and controlled by the 
Terminal Association. | 


It would take out of the hanus of St. Louis and 
put in the hands of East St. Louis the control or 
a share in the control of the eastern approaches 
to the Free Bridge. 

The St. Louis Municipal Assembly, having 
made no ordinances providing ’or the construc- 
tion of East Side approaches, never can make 
any not subject.to this East St. Louls. ordinance} . 
once it is officially accepted in its present form,| 

It will be argued that the integrity of a sister 
city’s conduct should not be impugned. But this 
ordinance No. 1737 says in Section 7: 

The minimum vertical clearance of all over- 
head crossings herein granted shall ‘be at least 
14 feet above the present surface lével] of the 
streets and alleys over, along and across 
which said overhead easements have been 
granted, except Seventeenth street: That 
acréss Seventeenth street the vertical clear- 
ance shall be 9 feet above the present surface 
level. 

In other words the city of East St. Louis is 
doing what St, Louis has not done—fixing the. 
East Side approaches and specifying that over- 
head crossings generally “shall ‘be at least 14 
feet above the present surface level,” but in the 
case of Seventeenth street the clearance is fixed 
definitely and-finally at 9 feet. It may look in- 
nocent, but the 9-foot specification brings the 
contro] and operation of the Hast Side approach 
within the police power of East St, Louis. 

It forbids independent control of the bridge 
St. Louis is building and paying for. It pockets 
the East Side approaches between the tracks of 
the Southern Railway and the Illinois Central, 
both Terminal railroads. It prevents access to 
the Free Bridge by any railroad outside the 
Terminal Association without permission of 
roads which are members of that association. 

We ask that President Reber of the Board of 
Public Improvements explain these acts,

Why ts there such haste to accept the East

Gus Goessling of the Missouri A. C. 


won the first annual five-mile swimming 
race held under the auspices of the 
Western Rowing Club Sunday after- 
noon, and as a result is considered to 
have a good chance to win the national 
10-mfle champtonship event here one 
week from Saturday. 

The start of Sunday’s event was at 
the Eads’ bridge and the finish at the 
Western Rowing Club, 6000 south. 

Sunday's swim almost exacted the 
toll of one life, but prompt action on 
the part of Johnny Joachim, captain 
and coach of the Westerns, and Dr. C. 
W. Bassett of the M. A. C., balked the 
Grim Reaper. 

A l4-year-old youngster, Johnny Bar- 
tele of 1208 South Third street, dived 
into the river about Meramec street 
when he saw Goessling and Heath 
battling out in front for the lead in the 
five-mile race. Young Bartels lasted 
as far as Gasconade street when his 
steam gave out. 

He did not have a rowboat or any 
other water vehicle handy and shouted

When they picked up Bartels he com- 
rlained that he was unable to see. This 
did not seem serious, but the youngster 
recame unconscious and a hurried run 
was made to the Western Rowing Ciub. 
Here Dr. Bassett and John Joachim ad- 
ministered strychnine and whisky, and 
ofter half an hour’s work Bartels re- 
covered sufficiently to be taken away in 
an automobile ambulance later. 

Race Was Tame, 

The race itself was not very exciting.

RE’S A BOAT WHOSE PROPELLERS DO NOT 
TOUCH THE WATER, GOING AT 10-MILE RATE 























ENNETH BURNS has just had 
K built for him one of the most 
unique boats in the world. In 
fact, it is said to be the first of its kind 
ever turned out. It is intended for use 
on shallow streams, which propeller 
boats would be unable to navigate. 
The new craft is 22 feet by 65 feet, 
with a perfectly flat bottom and flat 
sides, the entire craft being very strong 
and heavily ‘built. The unique part of 
the boat is its method of propulston. 


Instead of an under water propeller 
there are two six-foot aeroplane pro- 
pellers mounted on uprights near the 
endgof the hull. These are driven by a 
50-60. horse power four-cylinder engine. 
In a trial last week on the Mississippi 
river the boat made over 10 miles an 
hour against the current. The engine 
raced up to 2000 revolutions per minute, 
when turned loose, and a coupling broke, 
With larger and wider propellers the 
designer of the boat, Bert Farrar, ex- 
pects to get the boat to travel 20 or 


|} 2% miles an hour.

miles an hour. Mr. Farrar says that the 
new boat would “plane,”’ that is, rise 
out of the water to such an extent that 
it would draw only three inches of 
water.

comodate 6000 Passengers. 


NEW YORK, Aug. %.—A _ side-wheel 
steamboat, the biggest of its kind in the 
world, is nearing completion here. It 
will be operated by the Hudson River 
Day Line and will carry 6000 passen- 
gers. 

The boat, to be known as the Wash- 
ington Irving, will have a speed of 27 
miles an hour.

SGIENGE HELPLESS 
BEFORE INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS DANGER 


Dr. Simon Flexner Says No 
Means to Even Effectually 
Treat Disease Is Known. 





ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 7.—At a recent 
conference of health officials of the 
State Dr. Simon Flexner of New York 
said no treatment which can be regard- 
ed as specific or even effective has been 
found in dealing ywitn the problem of 
infantile paralysis. He also said: 

“Indications already seem unmistak- 
able and point to a recurrence of the 


disease this year. .t is easily transmit- 
l.. from anim-'= to man, and was more 
fatal to animals than to man. One 
attack, nowever slight, appears to es- 
tablish an immunity against a second 
attack. It is important to determine 
whether or not animals might suffer 
trrimarily from this disease. Should 
they so suffer, the disease could be 
transferred to monkeys and the true 
character of the disease demonstrated. 
Insects May Transmit Diseaxe. 

“It is possible that this uisease may 
be transmitted by insects. The fly and 
the mosquito are the two insects which 
would be most quickly . suspected of 
teing the carriers of this affliction. 
«#iles which have fed on the spinal cord 
of an anima! that has died-of this dis- 
ease have been known to transmit this 
disease to other animals. 

‘The period of incubation appears to 
be from three to thirty-three days. Four 
weeks is supposed to be the period of 
infectiousness of the disease, after which 
it is not thought that infection em- 
anates from the case. The source of 
entrance of the germs of this disease ap- 
pears to be through the upper air pas- 
sages, especially the nose. 

“It would also appear that the most 
probable means of exit of this ~ is 
through the nose and throat. is, 
therefore, very important that ite dis- 
charges from the nose and throats of 
cases suffering from infantile paralyris 
be properly destroyed.” 

Expert on Cholera. 

Dr. Victor G. Heiser of the United 
States Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service, in discussing cholera, said: 

“During the last nine years there have 
been 200,000 cases of cholera in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Preventive measures 
and suppressive measures are those to 


of cholera. All such measures must be 
based on the theory that the disease 
must enter the human body through 
the mouth. This disease is most always 
conveyed by human beings ‘and . not 
through vegetables. 

. “The screening of flies from the sick- 
room is another indispensable provision 
in the management of cholera cases, as 
the fly is probably one of the common 
means tothe transmission of the dis- 
ease. 

“Wherever cholera is prevalent al 
fruits, candies, cigars, vegetables ar} 
other products used in the family should 
be carefully screened, all water should 
be boiled, milk should be boiled unless

IS IN CAPITAL 


Leconte Makes Triumphal Entry 
to Port Au Prince, and 
Tours City. 


FORT AU PRINCHE, Haiti, 
Gen. Cincinnatus Leconte, the revolu- 
tionary leader, made a triumphal entry 
into the capital yesterday, being ac- 
claimed by the populace. 

Arrangements were made forthwith for 
a joint session of the Senate and Cham- 


ber of Deputies, which, meeting as a 
national assembly, were expected to 
elect Leconte President in succession 
to the deposed, Simon. 

This was not in harmony with the 
program of Gen. Antenor Firmin, ths 
rival revolutionary leader, who.  ar- 
rived here today from Porto Rico and 
who has already announced that he had 
been promised the presidency by Le- 
conte. 

Immediately on his arrival, Gen. Le- 
conte attended’ a te deum at the 
Cathedral, cenducted by the Archbish- 
op. Later he made a tour of the city, 
finally entering the National Palace to 
a salute of 101 guns from all the forti- 
fications; 

Later a new ministry, wholly replacing 
that of the Simon administration, was 
tentatively agreed on, as follows: . War, 
M. Zamor; Interior, Judge Cauvin; For- 
eign Affairs, M. Guilband; Public In- 
struction, Senator Laroche; Agriculture, 
M. Bellard; Finance, M. Sansaricq.

6 REFUGEES LAND
